MAGNATES STOP THEIR
CALLSONPRESIDENT

Graft in Philadelphia Attracts the Attention of the Whole
Country.It's Called "Stealing" Now.

WASHINGTON, D. C, March 24.;.

Two whole days bavo passed without
a rallroad president or a klng of
flnanco' having callod at the Whlto
House. , .

Secretary Loftw satd thls afternoon
that none of thoso gentry had a dato
wlth the President ao far bo know.
Howover. the corrospondents are on
the lookout, and wlll be groatly nur-
prlsed lf either a New York rallroad
pesldent or n banker does. not drop
n before many hour«.
Just wliat the Prealdont and the

rallway and flnanclal callers talk
about is not deflnltely known. Some
of the callers have talkod whon they
came away. None of them haa tried
to say what wns the suyject of the
conversatlon. Soveral pf them havo
talked wlth comparatlve frcedom to
newspaper men, but not *ono has tried
to say what lio told the President, and
what the Prosldont told hlm. Thore
has boen much spcculation and somo
eftorts have been made to outllna for
tho press the nature of these confer-
eiices. In aevera. cases, notahly, that
of Jnmes Bellgman. tho New York
bankor, who. nftor talking wlth tho
Prosldont ono aftornoon a day or two
ago, wae surprlsod on waklng up at
tho Now Wtllnrd tho following morn¬
lng to soo In the mornlng papers a long
','lntervlew" wlth himself on hlg call at
the Whlto House,. and the vlews ox-
pressod by; Mr. Roosevolt and hlmaolf.
Mr. Rellgrrinri lost no tlme ln tolllng
Mr. Roosoyelt "ho never snld lt." Mny-
bo ho alajjj't. At lodBt ,thoro Is doubt
about lt.

Knows His Limitations.
Tlio only thlng known cortalnly

On Thin Ice.
Thero is strong lndlcatlon8 of an

effort to bo made at tho next session
of Congress to ,pasa a law prohibiting
Stato Leglslnturea onacilng laws af-
fectlng rallroadB engaged in lnteratato
commerce. lt ia doubtfui whother tho
infliienco of tho Prosident, ovon, could
put through auch a blll. Thero ln a
very declded feellng that tho States
have a right to enact such laws aa

thoy ohooao, so long as they do not at-
tompt leglslatlon prohlbltod by tha
Federal Con_tltutlon. It has never
boon.held that a law affectlng a rall¬
road and the manner ln whlch lt does
business ln a slnglo Btato ia a regula-
tlon of intorstato commorco. But tho
railroads contend that a two»cent fare
law ls in offoct a roguiatlon of intor¬
stato comnierco -whon thoy oome to mako
up nn intorstato passonger rato. Thoro
Ib forco in tho contontlon.

Cortaln it Ib, tho railroads would
havo a far bottor chanco to control ono

leglslativo body, liko Congroas, than to
control a do.en State Leglalatures.
